Washington, May 11 — ^The rev- 
olutionary Mexican government 
will ask for immediate American 
government recognition. The 
movemen t<Avard that end has al- 
ready been inaugurated at the 
revolutionary headquarters in So- 
nora, where the revolution was 
first launclied. 

A private message received here 
today, reports all quiet in ^Mcxict/ 
City with, perfect order L>eing 
maintained. General Obregon 
entered the city Sunday night. 
Captain Long, commanding the 
U. -S. destroyer division in Mexi- 
can v.aters, reporting from Tam- 
pico today said all w^as quiet 
there and that no foreigners were 
threatened and there were imme- 
diate pro.spects of peace. 

The whereabouts of President 
Carranza remain ob.-^cure. Rebel 
sources report he is a prisoner at 
Vera Cruz. A dispatch meanwhile 
assert-, that Carranza, with. 4,0C(; 
men, has broken through the rev- 
olutionary lines and is making a 
stand nfirth of Puebla. In any 
event his situation is apparently 
precarious. 

Meanwhile all ^Mexico with the 
exception of the states of Yuca- 
tan, Campeche, and Chiapas., are 
declared in the hands of revolu- 
tionists, whose overturn was ef- 
fected apparently with little 
bloodshed. The leri'l' rs assert 
the. object of the change of Mex- 
ico's foreign policy and is to ad- 
vance friendly relations with oth- 
er powers.
